is so fragmentary and contradictory as 
to be almost worthless. 

The Germans are maintaining their 
customary secrecy and reports coming 
from Belgium and Dutch sources of 
heavy repulses to the Germans with 
losses with suspiciously large and 
round numbers, are lopked at askance 
nowadays. 


The capture of Ostend would, of 
course, be worth the possession of 
many Antwerps to the lower plains, 


so it may be taken for granted that 
they will not enter the popular seaside 
resort without fighting for every foot 
of the way.

Great events, therefore, depend upon

the German bombardment,” says the 
Chronicle's Amsterdam correspondent.

“Long after they had been evacuated 
the Germans continued firing on and 
around the ruins of the blown up forts. 
They feared mines and hoped thus to 
destroy them. Near the southern sub- 
the ground has been extensively 
mined by the Belgians, but the Ger- 
mans were warned by traitors from 
Within the eity and took care to avoid 
the danger sone, 
“On Thursday morning the retreat- 
ing troops from Antwerp passed on 
their flight to Ostend no fewer than 
SIX hundred motor cars filled 
soldiers, who had already passed 
through the town. The intention was 
to Teach Ostend by forced marches, 
and the soldiers were relieved of their

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THE NEW DEAL WANTED: 


In the respect that it is a system designed to accommodate the 
financial and mercantile interests of the country, with the production 
interests nowhere, the Canadian banking system is proving itself in- 
capable of adjustment to the requirements of this dominion when the 
hour arrives—as it has now arrived—in which the country must go 
forward on its production alone and depend for its prosperity upon 
the growth of bona fide industry. 

he practices of Canadian banking are too well understood to 
require capitulation. In the average branch bank the regular loans 
are to individuals or firms actively engaged in business. Against each 
of these is deposited the collateral required by the bank. The under- | 
standing is that the loan must be “kept alive,” which means that a) 
certain retiral must be made at each maturity date. In all but most) 
exceptional cases the term of the note is brief, one, two or three | 
months. The bank may require more collateral at any time, although 
it seldom relinquishes any. In other words, upon failure to retire a 
note in full at its first maturity date, the banks may gather in as col-| 
lateral an assignment of all the individual or firm’s available assets. | 

Applied to the mercantile system it must be admitted that this | 
practice, on the whole, works reasonably well, and applied to finance | 
—or to give it the less euphonious title, stock gambling—it works al- 
together too well. The practice with these latter interests is to ad-| 
vance on a collateral of stocks, usually through a brokerage house. 
By the working out of this system, the customer buys through the | 
brokerage house a certain stock, standing at anything, but say 100 
points. The stock remains in the hands of the brokerage house and 
is deposited as collateral, the house having an accommodation of, say, 
90, The brokerage house pays the bank a certain interest and 
charges the customer a little more. In effect, the bank carries the 
stock. The “financier” simply gambles on margin. To what extent 
the banking power of Canada has been absorbed by this system can

Manifestly, what is wanted is a new deal. Something in the 
nature of a re-discounting system under federal auspices, by which 
prime farmers’ paper could be taken to a federal reserve board and 
vpothecated against a re-discount of any where from 75 to 90 per 
ent., might achieve the desired result provided it were undertaken 
non a sufficiently comprehensive scale. Such a system, however, 
‘ould require to be safeguarded—through the intermediary of some 
‘terest sufficiently closely in touch with the farmers of each locality 
o be intimately acquainted with the moral risk of each. Otherwise 
it would inevitably become loaded up with the bad paper of slovenly 
and unsuccessful farmers, Furthermore, such a system would re- 
guire the shifting of the franchise to issue notes from the banks back 
to the government, Otherwise the chartered banks would retire the 
federal notes as rapidly as they were given circulation through the 
discounting house in order to substitute their own, just as they are 
now retiring gold from circulation and shipping United States dollars 


back across the line.

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The effect of such an action upon the part of the banks, would 
be that the government would very quickly be carrying all the capital, 
instead of the public carrying several million of it in the form of 
federal notes in circulation in the ordinary process of business. 

With such an arrangement, the chartered banks could go right) 
ahead doing their regular business in the same way they are today, 
except for the circumstance that they would be without the fran- 
chise to issue notes. Certainly the government would be invading 
no territory of theirs when it undertook to arrange for accommodation 
to the agriculteral business. | 

Such an arrangement would, however, invade a franchise—the |} 
note-issuing franchise—which some very powerful interests in Canada | 
regard very jealously, and for this reason and for the reason that} 
most of our public men are friendly to, if not actually committed to, 
these interests, the legislation necessary to bring it about is not likely 
to be secured except as a concession to a most vigorous demand from 
the people of Western Canada.
